John Brown was born about 1730 and died in present day Lewis 
County WV between October 1, 1807 and February 1, 1808. He married 
Eleanor Bogardus. 
John's will was dated October 1, 1807 and he stated that he was 
"sick and weak". The will was probated February 1, 1808. The family is 
listed in Cumberland County PA in 1756 and apparently moved to Hampshire 
County VA about 1765. They appear on the tax rolls of Harrison County VA 
beginning in 1785. 

A 400 acre tract of land in present day Lewis County was surveyed 
for John August 30, 1785 and this tract was granted to him June 14, 
1788 by virtue of his settling there prior to January 1, 1778. At the 
time, their holding was on White Oak Flat Run. It is now known as Broad 
Run. 

John Brown, with other immigrants, constructed a fort of logs about 
a mile from the mouth of the run and named it the Mongue (Mung) Fort. In 
1804, they built a log church on land donated by the Brown family, 
calling it the Broad Run after the Broad Run Baptist Church in eastern 
VA, their old home.

James Brown, a son of John and Eleanor (Bogardus) Brown, was born in 
Cumberland County PA in 1756 and died in Lewis County VA (WV) September 
14, 1835. He married Sarah Shepherd. Sarah, a daughter of John and Sarah 
Shepherd, was born in Hampshire County VA about 1760 and died in Lewis 
County in 1835. 

James served the Colonies in the American Revolution. The following 
is from Ross B. Johnston's "West Virginians in the Revolution." "Brown, 
James: Service-Va. No.12650. No.S-6718. He resided in Hampshire County, 
now Hardy, when the war began and resided in Lewis County in 1832 where 
he applied for a pension. A certificate was issued 16 May 1833 but was 
later dropped. H nlisted March 1776 and served two years under Ensign 
Isaac Parson, Colonel Gibson. and General Mcintosh and was an Indian spy 
under Captain Tanner and Colonel Lowther. He held three discharges from 
Summers, Parsons, and Stump with supporting papers from John Brown, a 
brother, and Mark Smith."

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Harrison County, former sheriff, and was killed by Indians October 4, 
1791, on Carpenter's Run near Waverly, WV. 

John a Revolutionary War veteran (Va No 12649 & No S 6720) and 
served as a frontier ranger. He served as a scout for six months at the 
mouth of the Little Kanawha River (Parkersburg). He spent three months 
in Randolph County. He served as Ensign John Brown in Captain George 
Jackson's Company and joined General George Rogers Clark at the falls of 
the Ohio (Louisville). They arrived in August 1781 and remained thr 
months.

David Ellsworth Brown, a son of John Jr. and Margaret (Carpenter) 
Brown, was born in Harrison County VA (WV) about 1801 and died in 
Titchy County WV in 1889. He married Deborah Stalnaker February 15, 
1827 in Lewis County VA. Deborah, a daughter of Samuel and Susannah 
(Radcliff) Stalnaker, was born in VA in 1806 and died in Ritchie County 
VA in 1861. 

The family lived near Jackson's Mill in Lewis County. David was 
a miller and, at one time, helped rebuild the famous mill. Their 
children were all born in Lewis County and two of them, I think it was 
George and Samuel, went to school to a Thomas Jackson who became very 
well known during the Civil War for holding his ground like a 
"Stonewall." 

David and Deborah moved to Ritchie County VA (WV) in 1856 and 
bought three hundred acres of the original Andrew Law farm on the Left 
Fork of Bone Creek (near Auburn). He bought the old Nutter Mill near 
Holbrook and rebuilt it. Deborah died in 1861 and David died in 1889. 
They are both buried at the Auburn Community Cemetery. 

Their first child was Joseph Calvin Brown, who was born 1829 and 
died in California. Joseph went to California during the gold rush of 
1849. 

Sylvanus White wrote in 1911 from California: "I will now give you 
the names of the little party that left Virginia the first day of April, 
1849 bound for California. We left my fathers home, John White, on 
Freeman's Creek. In the party were Cummins E. Jackson (Stonewall's 
uncle), Edward J. Jackson (son of David), Joseph Calvin Brown (son of 
David E.), myself and brother George, all of Lewis County. James T. 
Jackson of Parkersburg; Jonathan Ireland and John Gibson of 
Upshur County; White and Griffin Vineyard of Randolph County; and from 
Gilmer County - Shelton Furr, Othello Hays, Samuel Covert, William and 
Morgan Queen."
